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Chihli ruler rejected the Han government 
and joined the Turkish dynasty which then 
held Mongolia, On this the Prince of 
Corea collected troops and strongthuned 
himself beyond the frontier newly fixed 
upon, and male Wang-lsion his capital. 
Corea at this tine ‘took the position of a 
foreign depondmey, and this was the state 
of things during the first few and chequered 
reigns of the Hun dynasty, It was the du- 
ty of its princo to prevent. hia aubjects from 
all marauding oxpeditions within the new 
frontier. In tho year B.C, 109 a Chinese 
onvoy to the Qbrean ‘Prince fuiled to per- 
suade him intosubrfission, and on his ro- 
» turn journey, vhon he arrived at the rivor 
which was the boundary of the two states, 
ordered: the Corman officer who accompanied 
him ae far: tobe asanssinated. ‘Ihe «in- 
peror instead of punishing tho guilty envey 
made him Govémnor of Lino-tung, On thia 
the Coroan Priico entered Liao-tung with a 
force, and killedhim. Tho emperor resulved 
on war, and sent troops frum twe points. 
China was a naval power in those days, 
and in the river which flowed through 
the Ts‘i country, that is, the present 
Yellow River, ilen wore. war junks called 
low ch'nen, Theso were sent across the 
Gulf to the Cowan river with 60,000 tien 
under the command of Tang Pu. The 
Liao-tung troops were also set in motion. 
Theso last went forward to fight, were de- 
feated and ran away. Their commander 
waa'put to doth for this disaster, The 
noval.brigade that now proceeded to attack 
the city numbored soven thousand only. 
Tho Corcan Prince, learning that the as- 
sailants were not many, made a sally 
against thom. They turned their backs on 
the mountains for a fortnight. The Liao- 
tung commander made another ineffectual 
attempt to tako the Corean fortess. The 
emperor now sont an ainbassader to urge 
the Coreans to yield. The Ourean Prince 
professed submission, and offered a present. 
of 5,000 horses and provisions for the army. 
But as they wore escorted hy more thin 
10,000 armed men who were seen preparing 
to croas the river with them, the Chinese 
generals took alarm. When the Corean 
Prince who was with the presenta saw this, 
he feared that the commander of the Liao- 
tun, te might killhim. He conducted 
his force back, and tho present of horses 
and corn remined on the Corean side 
of the river, The emperor, informed 
- of these things by the ambassador, at once 
ordered his dwupitation. ‘Lhe troups ad- 
vaneed to besege the fortress a seed 
time, us did tho armed junks. The land 
forea was on tho north-west. The junks 
were on the wuth. The siege contimed 
for several months. The Liao-tung genoral, 
an old Palace fnvourite, was strong in the 
Emperor's goud ‘opinion... He brought a 
chars of intuided treachery against the 
naval General, and then with the approval 
and under the orders of the Imperial Com- 
mussioner lately appointed, seized and bound 
him. The Imperial Commissioner reported 
what had beon dono. The Commissioner 
was decapitated and the General then 
procesded at onco to presa the war to 1 
termination, This was etfected hy procur- 
. ing the aid of some friendly Coreans, one of 
whom caused the King to beassassinated and 
then offered foudal allegiance. But the 
fortress was not yet reduced, and a 
minister of tho murdered Prince held out 
against China, ‘The Chinese General con- 
ferred with his confederates, the friendl 
Coreansabovementioned. They undertoo 
to Perauade the people to murder the 
troublesome minister. This was done, and 
China had herown way, Corea was divided 
into four departments, and the friends who 
had been so attviceable were ennobled, re- 
ceiving the litile of hou, the second ordor of 
nobility: Thuson of the assassinated king 
had the same tank given him, Five mar- 
quises, as we should call them, were created 
in this way, all.of them with jurisdictiona 
in Shantung and Chihli, ‘In the final settle- 
‘ment the emperor punished both the goneral 
on land and the commander of the junks 
for their. faults in thé conduct of the war, 
but not with death. This happoned in the 
year B.C, 103° Such was tho end of ‘the 
Chao-hsien Kingdom.
